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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are fuzzy photographs of the claimed invention which 
are difficult to interpret clearly. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Color photographs and color drawings are not accepted unless a petition filed 
under 37 CFR 1 .84(a)(2) is granted. Any such petition must be accompanied by the 
appropriate fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(h), three sets of color drawings or color 
photographs, as appropriate, and, unless already present, an amendment to include the 
following language as the first paragraph of the brief description of the drawings section 
of the specification:

4. Examiner refers applicant to the art of Blevins (US 5,81 3,1 27), which is cited in 
the following art rejection. This reference provides an example of the proper format of 
the drawings. 

Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
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patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative.

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(I) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825. A 
"Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a 
nucleotide or amino acid sequence as defined in 37 CFR 1 .821 (a) and if 
the required "Sequence Listing" is not submitted as an electronic 
document on compact disc).

The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1.52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
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and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000. 

(f) Background of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (c). The specification 
should set forth the Background of the Invention in two parts:

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (a). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
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compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR

This reference provides an example of the proper 
format of the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

9. The use of the trademark "Lucite" has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 
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Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Objections 

1 0. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

1 1 . Examiner notes that the claims should begin with "A method according to claim 1 
or claim 2 wherein..." as this minor change makes the claims of the proper format, "or 
the purpose of examination, this is how the claims have been interpreted by this office 
action. 

12. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the limitations "the 
rough cut side" and "the cutting tool" lack antecedent basis. They should be "a rough 
cut side" and "a cutting tool". Appropriate correction is required. 

1 3. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the limitations "the 
smoother cut side" and "the cutting tool" lack antecedent basis. They should be "a 
rough cut side" and "a cutting tool". Appropriate correction is required. 

1 4. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim is not a 
complete sentence (please place a period at the end of each claim). Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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1 5. Examiner further notes that it would be beneficial to provide information in the 
claim on the workpiece (i.e. what is being cut). For example, this could be a reworded 
claim 1 which illustrates what would be acceptable for the above objections: 

Claim 1 . A method of tearing a sheet of paper to give the paper a deckle edging 
wherein the method comprises: using a rough cut side of a cutting tool to give a rough 
hand torn deckle edge to the sheet of paper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

1 6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

17. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

1 8. Examiner is confused as to what the differences between a "rough hand torn 
deckle edge" (claim 1 ) and a "gentle hand torn deckle edge" (claim 2) are. Does the 
user not tear as quickly in the gentle tear? Does a rough hand torn edge mean that the 
tearing device is not firmly pressed against the paper? The use of these phrases 
makes the claim language unclear as the phrases are not properly defined in the 
specification. Examiner notes that the Abstract does mention a "rough cut" and a 
"slightly rough cut" but there is no mention to a "gentle" cut. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

20. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blevins 
(US 5,813,127). 

21 . With respect to claim 1 , Blevins discloses a method of giving a rough hand torn 
deckle edge by using the rough cut side (20) of the cutting tool (10). 

22. With respect to claim 2, Blevins discloses a method of giving a gentle hand torn 
deckle edge by using a smoother cut side (11 or 1 2) of the cutting tool (1 0). Examiner 
notes that this is an independent claim. What is the cutting edge being compared to? 
What is it smoother than? Both edges 1 1 and 12 of rulers can be used for cutting. 
Edge 1 1 produces a wavy cut while edge 12 produces a smoother (gentler?) cut. 

23. With respect to claim 3, Blevins discloses the method according to claim 1 
wherein the cutting tool is 12 inches in length (see figure 1). The method of Blevins is 
used for mounting pictures (scrap booking) as well as any other field where providing a 
rough, natural looking edge might be of value (see column 1 lines 33-52). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

24. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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25. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

26. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

27. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blevins. 
With respect to claim 4, Blevins discloses the method wherein the cutting tool 

has a length of 12 inches and can be used in all applicable markets. Blevins does not 
disclose the method wherein the cutting tool has a length of 24 inches. Examiner takes 
official notice that rulers (such as the ruler of Blevins) come in a wide range of sizes. 
The art of Blevins discloses a 1 2 inch ruler and a 6 inch ruler (see figures 1 and 2). 
Common sizes of rulers often range half a foot (6 inches), to a yardstick (36 inches; 
often found in fabric stores), to anywhere in between (commonly in 6 inch increments). 
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Examiner takes official notice that it is well known to produce rulers to be 24 inches in 
length and that it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the ruler of Blevins to be 24 inches long instead 
of 12 inches long in order to allow the user to make one continuous cut over a longer 
distance (or trace a longer line) as is well known in the art of rulers. 

Conclusion 

28. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art references of Cridge, Dodge (2 references), Green, 
Venola, Amaru, Campagna et al., and Montgomery are noted as considered pertinent to 
the applicant's disclosure. 

29. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
